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PREFACE. 

The last page of music has gone to the printer, and so has the index and the title, and now it only remains to write the 
preface to finish my part of "The Sabbath Bell;" to close up a work extending back through several years; a work asso- 
ciated with many happy hours, and a few sad ones; a work of great responsibility to the author, since it intends to supply a 
means for the worship of God, and a means for improving and ennobling the heart and the affictions by that which is " pure 
and lovely, and of good report." 

The "Sabbath Bell" is divided into parts, in order that music for various purposes may be used appropriately, and espe 
cially that music for the singing-school, concert-room, or extraordinary occasions may not be used through inadvertence in the 
ordinary service of the sanctuary, doing harm rather than good by its display or inappropriateness. 

Attention is respectfully called to the singing-school department, whiph has been prepared with great care and labor. The 
plan is new, and music and words, almost without exception, original. It is believed that the character of the music, and the 
progressiveness and variety of the exercises will make the singing-school unusually pleasant and profitable both to Teacher and 
Pupils. It is thougkt that Choirs will fiod in the second department of this book a rich and full supply for their part of the 
service of the Sabbath day, and the Editor would take this opportunity to express his obligation to the "Plymouth Collection," 
from which, by the kindness of Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, have been taken many beautiful hymns never before set to music ; 
also to Dr. Lowell Mason, for permission to delect from his manuscripts many valuable tunes which have never before been 
published. 

Many have complained that in the best and most popular of the later books a great amount of spac3 is taken in reprint- 
ing the old tunes; at the same tinie it is admitted that they can not be dispensed with. It is hoped that the way the 
matter is compromised in " The Sabbath Bell" will be approved. Chants for the service of the Episcopal Church have 
been prepared with much care, and we hope may not be set aside because the words are not placed under the music, for 
we are confident that a very little practice will enable the singer to read as well with the music and words a little sep- 
arated. The third department will be found to contain music for very many of those extraordinarv occasions in which singing 
has a part, as well as for the more quiet enjoyment and devotion of that place "dearest of all on earth" — Home. 

Finally, "The Sabbath Bell" is sent forth with the earnest prayer that it may serve well the cause of human improve 
ment, both in that which relates to this and that which relates to another life, and to all who use it may it be that when 
its last tone has floated away^on the silent air. the stillQeflS which follows shsdl only precede the bursting forth of the eter-

VOCAL TRAINING. 



Among those things which demand the earlj ftttention of penoiii learning to sing, are 
the foUowmg. yiz. -.-^Pimiion, JnhakUioh and Exhalation of the Breathy Breathing 
plaeeg in wards, Reumance and Delivery of Tone^ Pronuneia(ion andJEnuneiaHon, Differ- 
ent Qualities of Tone, Phrasing and Aceentuation., and all those things which come under 
the head of style in performance. 

Proper attention to thete matters will enable the singer who has feeUqg to express it 
tastefully and effactively, and tasteful and effective should all singing be, from the first 
Amplest lesson. 

It should be remembered that this may be, without the ability to read music, or the 
knowledge of a single musical character ; consequently, to suppose that one must learn 
to read music before attending to voeal training or oultiration of the Toice, is an error, 
the evil effeets.of which are seen throughout the land, in teachers and singers, who seem 
to think that vocal music consists only in singing in time and tune. Neftrly all that relates 
to Tocal training belongs properly to the singing school, and sliould form part of all 
elementary practice. It is proposed, therefore, in the following pages, to describe as 
well as may be, a system in which this course is taken, believing that the skillful teacher 
who adopts it, will find it both advantaereons and popular. 

It is not expected that the Teacher will think best in every instance to follow exactly 
the eonrse here pcopoeed. or to sing the lessons just in the order here given. The nge 
and attainments of Pupils, the time to be devoted to the subject, and many other cireum- 
•teneei, will imdoubtedly make modifieatioQ naoeasary. It is, however, eonfldantly be- 



lieved that in connection with tneh exercises as the teaditr may write for iUnstration 
material enough will here be found for the pleasant and suoeciilul work of all ordinary 
smgmg classes. 

OF POSITION. 

Let the singer sit or stand erect, with the shoulders back, the head neither too much 
bock or forward, neither on one side or the other, and let good habits be so formed m 
this, and all other things connected witii the subject, that the singer may do right with- 
out being obliged to keep np a constant effort of the mind, thus dividing his attention, 
and weakening his power for musical expression. 

OF BREATHING. 

The lungs should be well filled at every inspiration. The chest should smk m as little 
as possible while singing, and the shoulders should not change their position. 

The breathing should be by the action of the abdominal muscles upon the diaphragm ; 
the sensation is that of drawing in at the waist. 

Use AS little breath as possible. The less breath the pnrer the tona.

Judicious 
practies will give tbem th« neoMtarj oapacitj, without any gr«at effort in this way. 

After eontiuuing this ezeroist as long as the teacher thinks best, it would be a good 
plan to sing some fismiiiar tune, for the purpose ojt calling attention to the right places 
lor taking the breath in singing words. If^ for example, the following words bo taken — 

* While shepherds watehed their flocks by night, 
▲U seated on the f round, 
The angel of the Lord came down. 
And glory shone arouad.'*^ ^ 

The eorrect breathing places would be found (aside from those where marks of 
punctuation occur), and (he principle clearly brought out by requesting the pupils first 
to take breath between the syiUbles of the words " shepherds," ** seated," "* angel," and 
** glory.** All woidd feel that taking the breath between the syllables of a word is 
wrong, and thus one rule would be deduced. Then the pupils might be asked to take 
breath after the words ^ their" and ** by" in the first line, and after ** the" in the second, 
ete. It would thus be seen in addition that the breath must not be taken after words 
which are not emphatie, and which are in close connection with other words. If then 
the breath be taken where there is a mark of punctuation, or, if that makes the phrases 
too long, after emphatic words, that will be found to be agreeable, and the rule for cor- 
rect breathing will be tmderstood. Sometimes the breath must be taken where there is 
no really good place— then, M>f course, it only remains to choose the least objectionable. 
It will be well to let pass oqit whatever may be wrong in tone, vowel, or intonation, as 
''oue thing at a time" should be the motto as fiir as possible. It will, however, be a 
good phm to call attentioa soon to the subject of *' taking the tone." This should be 
done in a neat, distinct manner, without slidhig, and with a sudden opening of the throat, 
or, as Garoia sajs, "shock of the glottis." 

The teacher will find it necessary to remind the pupils often of position, filling the 
lungs, and breathing, mvtil right habits are fairly formed. When incorrectness in any 
of these things gives offence to the pupils, they may be trusted to go alone, but not 
before. 

The teacher may introduee at any pobt he pleases after this, the scale, quarter notes, 
staff and clefs, after which the pupils can commence singing the lessons, keeping hi 
mind and putting into praetioa nhBl has been leaned m vooal tEtiaing. 



OF RESONANCE, AND DELIVERY OF TONE. 

ThiBre is a position of the mouth and throat, for each vowel sound, and for each pitch 
of the voice, where the tone will be the most agreeable, and nearest right, and where 
will come into the voice the ringing, vibrating quality, called resoDauec It will be 
found that with the mouth and throat too close, the tone will be thin, harsh, and gut- 
tural ; and that with the muuth and throat too much distended, the tone will be hollow, 
clumsy, and ineffective ; or, with the mouth and throat opened properly, an J the tongue 
too high or too far back, or the lips too near together, that the tone will bo tLick and 
dose, or throaty. In some ciises the diin should be moie fuiward, and in some eases, 
less, or sometimes possibly a little drawn back. In the right position there is a little 
puffing out under the chin and just above the larynx. Let the mouth be opened easily 
and naturally, and all grimace and distortion avoided. 

If the tone does not come out well, or is not properly delivered, it will probably be 
referable to some of the things before mentioned, and that the teacher must decide. 

In large ohisses it is difficult to detect faults in these things, as each pupil will hava 
some difficulty peculiar to himself, it is therefore desirable that the pupils ^ould sing in 
sections, and sometimes individually. The success of this, will, however, depead much 
upon the skiU and adroitness of the teacher, in mnnnging go as not to cause embarra&a* 
ment, or give offence.

It is sometimes a good plan for the teacher to 
give, and pupils to imitate examples of various kinds of faulty tone% that the difference 
may be well understood, that all may ** flee from that which is wrong and lay hold upon 
that whidi is right" The pupils may here practice other vowel sounds with referenoa 
to resooaaee and dalivary of tona, or defer the same until the subjeet of Pronuneiatioa 
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Next may be praetieed llie last dement in Sing, repreeented hj ng, then the firtt 
in 0-0, the first in Tkough, repreeented by /A, and here notice that the two simple ele- 
ments of whieh this word is eomposed are represented, the first bj two characters, and 
the second bj f<mr, Coold each somid of our language hare a single character to repre- 
sent it, one of the greatest obstacles to its acquirement would be removed. 

The first element in Do and the first in B<m require a good deal of practice, and to 
many the first element in /Za is difficult of enunciation ; tliis is sometimes described as 
the hard sound of R, The following elements need hardly be practiced separately, as 
they are not difficult to produce, and only require to be regulated by good taste. The 
first element in Zoim, the fint in i9i, the first in Show, the first in jPb, the fijst in He, the 
first in Woy the first in Fe, the first in Thin, and the last in Far, The first element in 
each of the following words, yia. : Pin, Ten, and Come, eannot well be practiced sepa- 
rately. They should, however, rceeive attention in their proper connection. The fol- 
lowing combinations are among the most difficult, and are exoellent practice for the artio- 
nlatiog organs. 

Beginnings of syllables— Bl»dl el, fl, gl, pi, si, spl, br, er, fr, gr, pr, spr, tr, dr, str, shr 
sm, sn, sp, and sL Ends of syllables— Ld, If; Ik, Im, Ip, Is, It, Ive, m'd, ms, n* d, ns, nk, 
nt, rb, rd, rk, rm, m, rs, rt» rb*d, rk* d, rm' d, m'd, rs'd, rv*d, ks, kt, fd, pt, p'd, p*n, k*n, 
v'n, Ist, nst, rst, dst, rdst, rmdst, mdst, fie, pie, die, rl, pl'd, bl'd, sl'd, ngs, ngst and gn*d. 
The pupils are now prepared to analyze the words they sing, and to understs^d which- 
elements require more practice in order to a distinct Jind elegant articulation. In Les- 
son No. 1, questions might be asked as follows : — What is the first word of this Lesson? 
An* Slug. Of how many elements is it composed? Ane, Three. What is the first? 
the second ? the third ? Questions might be asked of the signs of these elements, or 
not, as the teacher thinks best • 

A little time at each lesson, giien to the practice of the more difficult of these vowel 
and consonant elements, would be well employed. 

OF DIFFERENT QUALITIES OF TONE. 

It is clear that as there i^e different feelings and emotions to be expressed by music, 
so there should be different qualities of tone for their ezpressioa The emotions of joy, 
sorrow^ reverence, fear, etc, should have their appropriate qualities of tone or others 
cannot be made to feel their power, whatever the words may be which give them form. 
Many singers make use of nearly the same quality of tone, varying it only dynamically 
for the expression of all they have to sing, and this is a reason why so much vocal music 
is unmeaning and ineffective. Descriptioa can do nothing hare, the pupil must feel, or 



imagine the feeling, each fbr himeelf ; and the teacher moat be able, by histmetion and 
example, to show t&e quality of tone suitable for its expression. The singer should be 
so filled with the emotion he desires to express, that it will, so to speak, impregnate and 
duiraeteriae his tone. We can not teach expression, properly speaking, we can only 
help our pupils to acquire forms and means for expression, and to do this, as fiu* as tono 
is concerned, the pupils should be acoustomed to practioe, with and without words, th« 
different qualities alluded to, in single tones, melodies, or in whatever form the teacher 
chooses. In this, as in almost everything connected with vocal training, ** it is but a 
step from the sublime to the ridiculous." It is easy to overdo and caricature this whole 
matter of expression ; indeed, it would seem sometimes that this is done as a kind of sub- 
stitute, when the singer does not possess true sentiment and feeling. It is, however, aa 
easy to detect the counterfeit as it is impossible to mistake the ring of the true metal. 

OF PHRASING, AND ACCENTUATION. 

It may, perhape, be proper to say that music has a meaning separate from words, and 
that in order to its development, stops or pauses are necessary, analogous to those 
which are observed in good reading. 

As in reading, the meaning is changed and sometimes destroyed by stopping in the 
wrong place,** so in music is the sense and beauty injured or destroyed by the same 
means. 

Take, for example,, the following strain : -

Try taking the breath or stopping after every measure, or after every other measure, and 
at other places. It will be found that the music has more sense, and is most agreeable 
when the breath is taken or the stops niadd where the commas are placed ; the little 
divbions so firmed are called phrases. Musical phrases, like phrases in language, are 
longer or shorter ; in the following example some of these seem like mere ejaculation —

Irat sometimes the musical meauiug is more importaut and the words must give way. 
In flict. the ordinary reading of the words, especially with reference to emphasis and 
pause, is uftea properly set aside or changed fur purpoees of musical effect, and still 
olseuei- s^itii a eompromise be Boade; especially is this the ease when several Tcrses 
are to be sung to the same mnsia It will be a good plan in the following lessons to 
ain^ Ao.uetimes without the words, with reierence to the musical meaning, and the proper 
phraaijg. Scales and many Tocalixing exercises have no particular milsical meaning or 
interest, and are phrased arbitrarily. They are Uke words put together without refer- 
ence to ideas, merely for purposes of practice. 

Accent in music is analogous to emphasis in lang^nage, and is closely connected with 
the sabjeot ot phrasing, since phrases depend much upon accent for their proper develop- 
meot The regular accent of measure is the lowest form of expressico, wbUe the accent 
Mqiiired for phraaing and emphasis in words is among the higher and more important 



OF STYLE m PERFORMANCE. 

A practical knowledge of the foregoing subjecU is necessary to a good style in 
singiug, and in addition the singer must have flexibility of voice, must sing in time and 
in tune, must have at oommand the dynamic forms for expression; and. more than all, 
mu*t have within that spark of living Bre, which wiU alone give warmth and life to the 
whole. 

So far as style in singing is acquired, it is so by imitation, and it is eminently 
true in this respect, that, as is the teacher, so will be the scholar, and those who have 
musical influence, whether as choristers, teachers or concert singers, have much to an- 
swer for, not only in the various bad styles of performance which prevail, but in the 
objectionable styles of music so extensively introduced. It is fully believed that this is 
in most cases the result of want of knowledge or thought on these subjects, and that a 
large proportion of choristers and teachers will walk in *< a more excellent way" when 
they have found it Finally, it is impossible to learn to sing by description, or by any 
tiling the eye can see. The system here presented can, therefore, only be whoUysuecess- 
fiil in the hands of a teacher competent to develop it in all its parts.

§ 13. The Quarter may be at first most conveniently taken as a standard of measure- 
ment, and from it the various lengths or forms of measure may be obtabed ; first, by 
the union of parts of measure, thus obtaining halves and wholes ; and second, by a divi- 
sion of the parts of measure, thus obtaining eighths and sixteenths.

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NoTt.— Tbt prineiple of derlrstion ind clattifiestkm already explained, may be earned oui in 
compouml form of measure, if the teacher thinks it best, if it be thuroiighly an J practically under* 
stooJ, It affords a certain standard or principle by which the inusicnl performer may be cnrned 
throuc^li the most difficult rhythmic combinHtiuns with certainly. The principle is simply tliis; 
The pnmitiTe tbnn oi a measure, or the primitive part of a measure, is always to be taken ao the 
atanaiirJ of measurement. This can nut fail to solve any rhythmic probiem that may occur. The 
common mode of beatma to indicate tlie measurement of sounds, is quite nnnertain. Hence, a 
good conductor of an orchestra is frequently observed to indicate with his bdton the primitive form 
of the measure, and this although he may know nothing of this principle of classification. This 
f tct shows that the principle is a natural one, and one that fails not to accomplish its end. Whether 
\h» terms here used be ailopted or not, the principle should be understood, the thing itself must be 
prafiUcally known, or there can be no certainty of correct time.

§ 39. The abtolute pitch of tones is indicated by letters, as: — ^A, B, C, D, E, F, G. 

g 33* The pitch C is taken at first as the basis, or as one of the scale, and the scale 
Is then said to be in the Key of C. The order of the tones in the Key of C is as fol- 
lows : — 

C, D, E, F, G, A, B, C. 

§ 34« The relative pitch of tones is represented by a character called the Stait. 

§ 35. The Staff consists of five lines, with their iaterspacea. Each line and eaeh 
•pace 16 caIU*d a Degbxe ; thos, the staff contains nine de^^rees. 

^ 36* Th^ompass of the staff may \^ ex}«nded by the spaces below and above, 
nud also by additional lines, called Anosn Links. 

§ 37. The scale may be represented in variotis positions on the sta£ 

g 3§. To fix the position of representing the scale, and to indicate absolute pitch, 
one of the letters is used' as a guide, and when thus used it is called a Cuev. 

g 39. There are two clefs, or clef-letters, in common use: first, the F Clef, placed 
upoQ the fourth line, and second, the G Clef, placed upon the second line. 

g 40. The F clef is used for low male voices, or Base ; the G clef is used for high 
male voices, or Tbnob, and also for female voices, both low and high, or Alto and 
TasBLE. When tised for Tenor voices, it signifies G an eighth or octave lower than 
whf n u?ed for Alto or Treble. 

NoTg.— The four parts are freouently represented on two scavcs. m which case Ibe Tenor is 
^riuen upon the same stalT with the Base, with the F clef. 

EXTENSION OF THE SCALE AND CLASSIFICATION OP VOICEa 

§ 41. When tones higher than eight are sung, eight is to be regarded not only in its 
.elation to the tones below it, but, also, as one of an upper scale.

Note 2.— The true pitch or relation of male and female voices should be clearly illastrated and 
explamed in this connection. When ihis is understood, there can be no objections to the Base and 
Tenor singing the lessons in the G clef, or to the Treble and Alto singmg m>m the F clef, although 
the former may sing as heretofore, an ocUve lower, and the latter an octave higher, than tho actual 
pitch represented. 

§ 44. The human voice is naturally divided into fotur classes : 

1. Low male voices. Base. 

2. JSigh male voices, Tenoe. 
8. Low female voices, Alto. 

4. High female voices. Texble. 

Note.— Besides the above, there are other distinctions, as Baevtoite between the Base and 
Tenor, and Miczzo Soprano between the Alto and Treble. The Treble is otteo called BorEAHO.

INTERVALS. 

NoTt.— A true knowledge of mterrals can only be communicated throup^h ihe car. Names, 
deftmtions, or illustrations, may be given, while the pupil obtains no correct idea of ine thing itself, 
wincn can only be aniuired by a carefnl listening to tones and comparison of ttiem The ear alone 
can appreciate or measure intervals. The subject is one which can not be undet stood until the ear 
ha^ i>een considerably trained : this is the reason why it has not been presented earlier in this 
coarse. After interrals have been taught, the following definitions wilt be easily understood. 

g 4ft. The difference of pitch between any two tones is called an IirncavAL. Thus, 
the difference of pitch between one and two is an intervd. 

§ 46. In the regular succession of the scale, there are two kinds of interrals, larger 
aiid smaller. 

§ 47. The larger scale-interrals are called Stkps ; and the smaller scale-intervals 
are called Half-Stbps. 

§ 48* The intervals of the scale occur in the following order : — Between one and 
two, a ttep : between two and three, a ttep ; between three and four, a haif-9Up ; be- 
tween four and &y^^ a tiep ; between ^ve and six, a tUp ; between six* and seven, a 
tUp : and between seven and eight, a half -ttep, 

NoTi.—The terms tone and katf-tone are in oommon use to designate these intervals ; but, as the 
apphcanon of the same word both to sounds and mtervals is mconvenieat, the diaoontinuaace of 



the term tone and kai/''tcm is reeommendad, especlallv m teaching. As the woid ladder (seale) is 
used for designating the series of tones called the scale, it is quite natural to carry out the figure* 
and borrow from the ladder the word aUp, by which to desiRncOe scale-mtenrals.

CHAPTER IV. 
CHROMATIC SCALE. 

§ M« In addition to the scale already mentioned, called the Diatonic Scale, there ii 
another scale formed bj the introduction of intermediate tones between those tones of 
the Diatonic Scale, which are separated by the interval of a step. This scale consists of 
thirteen tones, and twelve intervals of a half-step each ; it is called the Ohbomatio 

SCALS. 

§51. The intermediate tones are named from either of the Diatonic Scale-tones 
between which they occur, with the addition of sharp or flat prefixed or annexed. Thus, 
the intermediate tone between one and two may be named Sharp onx, or Flat two. 

§ 59* Characters called SsAaps and Flats are used as signs of the intermediate 
tones, or of the tones named Sharp or Flat 

§ 53. Sharps or Flats (signs) are canceled by a character called a Natdeal. 

§ 54. Ohronnatic Scale represented.

NoTB I.^The teacher should be careful to cnoae his pupils to understand that CJ is not C raised 
or elevated, and thai Dq is not D lowered or depressed, but that the tone CSor OK (by whichever 
name it may be cstlled) is an independent tone, being in pitch between C and D It is not possible 
to elevate or to depre.<s the pilch of a tone. Absolute pitch is, of course, unalterable. Tne error 
here poinled out is found m many treatises on music, see " Manual of the Boston Academy of 
Music," and various other works. 

Note a.— The name of thi5 character is an unfortunate one, since its tendency is to mislead the 
pupil It 8!gnifiR8 not that one tone is in fact more natural ihan another— indeed it does not apply 
to the tone, but merely to the previous mark (flat or sharp), showuig that its significance is now at 
an end 

Not* 3.— The teacher is advised never to use the terra natural in connection with the names of 
notes, or to speak of C natural, B natural, or natural one, natural fv)ur, Ac, but to say simply C, or 
D, or E, or one, or four, Ac. Cf is just as natural a tone as is C, an t so of all the toiies of the 
Chromauc Scale, one is as natural as another, and a little child who chooses ihe pitch of a song, is 
as likely to commence with C% as w ith C, Ac. 

THE MINOR SCALE. 

g 56. In addition to the Scales already explained, there is another, differing from 
those in the relation or succession of its tones, or in the order of its intenrals, called the 
MiNoa Scale. 

§ 5T. There are two forms of Minor Scale in common use, called respectlvelj the 
Harmonic Minor Scale, and the Melodic Minor Scale.

CHAPTER V. 
TRANSPOSITION OF THE SCALE. 

§ 60. When any other pitch than that of C is taken as one, the scale is said to b« 
TaANSPoesD. Thus O may-i>e taken as one, iu which case the scale is said to be trans- 
posed to G, or to the Key of G. 

§ 61. In transposing the scale, it is necessary to reject some of the tones in the given 
key, or the key from which the transposition is to be made, and to introduce in the ne*r 
key certain intermediate tones, so that the scale-relationship may be preserved, or so 
that the scale-model or scale-pattern, as in 0, may not be broken. 

§ 09. The natural order of transposing the scale is by fifths or by fourths ; m these 
transpositions there is but one tone in the given scale which will not be required in the 
new scale ; cons^ucntly, but one new tone (intermediate) will be required to form the 
new scale. The scales of one and of its fifth, op of one and of its fourth, arc, therefore, 
said to be closely related. 

§ 03. First transposition by fifths from C to G^ In this transposition the tone F is 
dropped, and the tone F sharp is introduced, and thus the proper form of the scale is 
secured. The sign or SiONATuax of the Key of G is one sharp. 

§ 64. Second transposition by fifths from G to D. is dropped, and C sharp is in- 
troduced. The Signature of the Key of D is two sharps. 

§ 65. To preserve scale-relationship, or the proper order of intervals between aix 
and ieven^ and between uven and eighty in thb transposition, it is necessary to take Cf 
as seven ia the new key. 

§ 66. The sign of C^ is placed at the beginning of the staff, a little to the right of 
the previous sharp, and the two sharps are taken together as the sign of the key, or at 
the signature.

DEGREES OF POWER

nounced met-zo) ; such a sound is indicated by the term mezzo, or by an abbreviation 
of it, as mez., or by its initial, m. ^ 

§ 80. Piano. A tone somewhat softer than Mezzo, or a soft tone, is called Piano 
(pee-fih-no), and is indicated by the term piano, pia. or p. 

§ 81. Forte. A tone somewhat louder than Mezzo, or a loud tone, is called Forte 
(fui'te, or four-te), and is indicated by tlie term forte, for. or t 

% §2. Pianiisimo. A tone softer than Piano is called Pianissimo (pee-ah-niss-i-mo), 
and is indicated by pp. 

§ 83. i^or^txttmo. A tone louder than Forte is called Fortissimo (fore-tiss-i-mo), 
and is indicated by ft 

NoTi 1.— There are also modifications of the above-mentioned degrees of power, as Jfts^v-'brte, 
Meazo'Piano. 
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NoTB S.— Meno, f^aao, and Fort* ar« lulian words, which wrm anivanally UMd m tachnical 
terms in music 

NoTB S.—The instrumsnt called the Piano-Forte derives its name from these words. It should 
not be called Piano-^^, but Piano-For-te. 

FORM OF TONES. 

§ §4* Or^an Farm, A Tone commenced, eontinued, and ended with an equal degree 
of power, is ealled an Organ Form, or Organ Tovx. It maj be indicated by pattdlel 
lines, thua : • 

NoTB 1.— The Organ Form takes its name from the organ pipe, which can only produce a tone 
of one equal degree of power. 

NoTi t.— The Organ Form is not often used in vocal music, except in passages m which one 
part holds a steady tone for a considerable time, while the other parts smg various harmonies. 

§ 85. Cretcendo Form, A tone oommenciog Piano, nud gradually iucreasioi; to Forte, 
w called Cresckndo (cre-echen-do). ^t is indicated by crea., or by two divergent Imes, 
thua: -«=rr:. 

§ 86* Diminiiendo Farm, A tone commencing Forte, and gradually diminishing to 
Piano, is called Drcresckndo or Diminvendo (de-cre-scben-do or dim-in-oo-en-da) It 
is indicated by deorea. dim. or by two convergent lines, thus : ZI^^=^' 

% 8T. Swell. An union of the Crescendo and the Decrescendo produces the Swell 
Form: indicated by the union of the divergent and convergent lines, thus: -"^ " -^^ 

NoTB 1.— The swell is sometimes called the Dranti Tone ; the term Messa di voct is also used to 
designate this tone form. 

Note S.— The acquisition of this form of tone is one of the most difflcult things in the art of 
sonK- It constitutes ihe polish or finisl.int? toiirh in artistic cxcellcnco. "It is the result/* says 
Garcia, m his admirable •* School of Singmg,»* " of all other studies ," and again, •* to draw the tones 
well IS to be a good singer." 

Note 3.— The application of Crescendo and Diminuendo to phrases and sections, or to passages 
of several measures, is comparattvely easy, and constitutes one of the greatest beauties of choir 
singing. 

§ 88. Presgure Form, A very sudden Crescendo or Swell ia called the Prbssurb 
Form. It is thus marked, < or O. 



Note.— This dynamic form is sometimes used to axpress ridicule, i 
moatly to burlesque, to the ludicrous, or to comic, in smging.

§ 89. Sforganda, A tone which ia produced rerj aoddanly and fordbly, anj in- 
stantly diminished, ia called an Explobive Tone ; or Sforzando, or Foreahdo (sfort- 
zan-do or fort-zan-da) It is designated thus >, or by s£ or fz. 

NoTB 1.— This tone-form is of great importance both to the speaker and to the singer. The ener- 
getic style of singing, as in many of Handel's chofuscs, for example, is much dependent u|>on it : 
indeed, aome degree of it is always needed in the very first utterance of the voice, for wilho'it it the 
tone will be destitute of life and expression. Its power is distinctly felt in the manner in which 
good performer?) on stnnged or wina instruments produce their tones, or in the very first utterance 
of a note, or in the manner in which the attack is made upon it. Much of the dullness, heaviness, 
stupidity, and lifelessness so prevalent m vocal mu.«ic, and especially in choir-singing, is to be 
attributed to the atwence of this dynamic form of delive.'-y. It is by no mean* intended that every 
tone should be given Sforzando ; far indeed from this, but the element of Sforxando is to tones the 
iife-giving ix)wer. It is, however, very liable to be oveidone, and even cnncatured ; it requires, 
therefore, much discretion in its application, for, unless; it be directed by good taste, it will be 
likely to degenerate into a mere lungmg or jerking of the voice, grunt-like, coarse and disa- 
greeable. 

Nora 8.— The mark indicating the pressure form of tone is often printed, instead of that which 
indicates the Forzando. The observance of the mark, as thus erroneously applied, would, in 
many cases, be quite ludicrous. The mark is often applied in this form, A- 

LEGATO, STACCATO, AND PAUSE. • 

§ 90. Legato, When successive tones are performed in a closely connected man- 
ner, so as to be bound into one another, or intervolved, they are said to be stmg Lkoato 
(Le-ga-to, or Le-gah-to). The Legato is indicated by a curved line, (^^■*^), called a 
legato mark. The same character is called a Tie when it is placed over two notea on 
the same degree of the staff « 

Note.— This character is often used to show how many tones are to be sung to one syllable. 

§ 91. Siaceato. When notes are delivered in a short, pointed, distinct, or very ar- 
ticulate manner, they are said to be Staccato (Stao-kapto, or Stac-kah-to). Staccato ia 
indicated by points, thus : ( f f f f ). 

§ 02. Marcato, A less ^degree of Staccato, or Marcaso, ia indioatad by dota, 
thus: (••••). 

§ 9:i. Pauee, When the duration of a tone is prolonged beyond the time hidioated 
by the note by which it ia represented, anch prolongation ia called a Pause, and the 
character by which it is mdioated receives the same name (^). 

Nora.— The pause is often called the Hold.
